Instructor Horace A. Scott said 
that the skeletons of ice age ani- 
mals found in these pits are the 
finest exhibits of these animals to 
be found in the world. Scott added 
that according to expert opinion, 
more ice age animal remains have 
been taken from the Brea Tar Pits 
than the total of all ice age skele- 
tons found in other parts of the 
world. 

Scott said that the trip gives 
students an opportunity to study 
the complete and excellently pre- 
served skeletons of animals that 
are found in a poor state of pres- 
ervation, and only in fragments in 
Orange County.
